The barmaid is a highly coloured 
figure well known to. literature. 
Dramatists rely upon her for the 
provision of comic félief! novelists 
find her a valuable source of humour 
or of tragedy; social propagandists, 
of all kinds use her as o convenient.

Scldom, indeed, is ahe regarded ‘as 
an economic unit, as a2 human being 
with her living to carn. The lurid 
light which beats, upon her occupa- 
tion blinds critics and would-be ro-: 
formers to the fact that she may be 
au. worthy daughter conscientiously 
supporting her elderly parents, or a 
“widow on déserted wife providing 
| tor a needy young family. 


Tt appears to be the literary, |’ 


rather than, the economic, view of 
the barmnaid's work which ig upper- 
most in the minds ‘of the sub-com- 


‘| mittee that’ has been studying ‘the 


question of the health of. seamen

By turning, the barmaid out of the 
only job in. which she js able: to 
make a living withaut providing 
her with any alternative occupation 
the IL.L.0. mny induce her to awell 


the rnnks of the professional pro- 
stitute. . 

Secondly, the semi-drynken aca- 
man in search of female companion- 
ship ia not likely to be deterred by 
the non-existence of the barmaid, 
Tf he cannot find auch ,campanion- 
ship (rowdy, enough, no doubt, but 
often quite ‘innocuous) at the bar, 
he will seck it far more perilously 
on the streets, and will thus ex: 
tend ‘to an ever-widening’ district 
the noisy “disorder characteristic of 
the public-houso’ itself. 


Barking Back to Eden. 
Finally, the prohibition itself sug- 


geata, td a society which is alrendy 


only too willing to.accept the sug- 


gestion, that in every ease.of im- 
moral association the female part- 
ner alone is to blame, ‘'The woman 
tempted me and TI did eat’? is an 
ald necusation which has too long 
been responsible for (withholding 
some of the normal rights of citizen- 
ship from an unhappy class _of 


}women., For the ILO. ta per- 


petuate this notion would be uns 
fortunate indecd. As‘ long as the 
archaic idea persistythat man can 
be kept moral only by the bodily 
removal of wicked woman, 80 long 
will be deiayed in his education the 
inculeation of a higher standard of 
deceney and self-control. we 
- Tt is, indeed, b§ na means prdéved 
that the barmaid always acts ag an 
evil influence. We did not find it 
incongruous last spring when, at 
the Garrick Theatre, Miss Violet 
Loraine played the part of n vulgar 
young hotol-keeper, whose innate 
respectability was shocked beyond 
expression by the easy virtue of Ic 
beau monde. We did'not give vent 
to cries of scandalised astonishment 
when,. only the other day, the press 
published ‘a photograph of Miss 
Cashmore, the barmaid at thé Marl- 
borough Hotel, Banbury, who’ re- 
cently took the service nnd preach- 
ed the sermon inthe absencr of the 
local Unitarinn, minister. The at- 
tempt ‘ta prohibit employment to a 
large class of women is absolutely 
unjustified if it ig based on nothing 
more statistically exact than the 
yarue idea that all barmaids, are 
immoral. ° he 

No one suggests that it is more 
desirable fora woman to be a bar- 
maid’ thn to be a trained nurse ot 
a skilled cook | or, a,teacher or in 
journalist or anSthing else for which 
costly qualifications are required, 
But it’ is. bevter to be a barmnid 
than to be cold and hungry. and
